Mrs.  Merrill  has  supported  herself  and  child  during  the  past  year 
until  within  a  few  weeks  when  she  has  become  entirely  helpless,  and  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  for  her  support  until  March  7th,  1871,  at 
about  $1.00  per  day. 

Mrs.  Littlefield's  house  rent  is  $35.00  per  year,  which  would  be 
saved  if  we  owned  a  Town  Farm  ;  as  would  also  $150.00  per  year  in 
medical  attendance. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN  FARM. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bridgton : 

Having  taken  the  necessary  means  to  inform  ourselves  during  the 
past  year  of  the  result  of  Town  Farms  in  almost  every  town  within 
this,  and  several  towns  in  other  counties,  by  personal  attendance  or  by 
letter,  we  have  yet  to  learn  of  one  town  that  does  not  highly  recom- 
mend that  manner  for  supporting  their  Poor.  Some  realize  a  profit, 
while  others  pay  all  expenses  and  provide  for  each  individual  at  a  cost 
of  from  fifty  cents  to  one  dollar  and  fifty  per  week,  the  farm  also  serv- 
ing to  keep  transient  vagabonds  from  their  midst  who  would  otherwise 
claim  aid  at  their  expense.  But  the  most  humane  reason  given  is 
that  all  respectable  citizens,  whether  aged  and  infirm  or  unfortunate, 
requiring  public  support,  have  by  this  means  a  steady  and  comfortable 
home  to  eke  out  what  otherwise  would  have  been  an  irksome  life. — 
And  now,  fellow  citizens,  let  us  who  are  independent  to-day,  but  may 
by  misfortune's  hand  need  alms  to-morrow,  cheerfully  and  unanimous- 
ly unite  in  the  purchase  of  a  comfortable  home  for  those  more  unfor- 
tunate than  ourselves,  and  trust  to  Providence  for  a  good  result. 

We  would  advise  and  recommend  that  a  committee  of  three  be 
chosen  to  examine  such  farms  as  they  may  deem  expedient.  Also 
necessary  stock,  implements,  furniture,  &c,  for  the  working  of  the 
same,  learning  the  price  for  which  they  may  be  purchased,  and  that 
said  Committee  be  required  to  report  their  doings  at  an  adjournment 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  March  7,  1871.

Which  would  have  been  used  on  the  several  districts  had  it  not  been 
for  the  severe  drought,  making  it  almost  impossible  to  work  on  the 
road  during  the  best  portion  of  the  season.

From  this  sum  $792  33  was  expended  by  Messrs.  George  and  Alvin 
Morrison  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner,  under  the  drection  of  the 
Selectmen,  leaving  the  balance,  $207  67,  to  complete  the  remaining 
section  and  bridge,  which  would  have  been  done  in  due  time,  had  work 
not  been  prevented  by  the  drought.  We  would  recommend  that  the 
Messrs.  Morrison  be  employed  to  finish  the  work. 

The  bridge  near  the  Tannery,  in  Dist.  No.  17,  should  be  railed,  and 
also  the  bridge  in  No.  31  repaired  (as  the  stringers  are  in  bad  condi- 
tion) as  early  in  the  spring  as  possible.

Winter  Term. — C.  C.  Sampson,  Teacher.  Mr.  Sampson,  though  a 
fine  scholar,  seems  to  lack  the  true  spirit  of  successful  teaching.  Con- 
sidering the  school  unprofitable  it  was  closed  after  keeping  eight 
weeks. 

District  Wo.  2. 

Summer  and  Winter  Terms. — Mary  Davis,  Teacher.     Miss  D. 
is  fortunate  in  possessing  the  faculty  •  of  winning  the  affection  and 
esteem  of  her  pupils,  and  is  an  excellent  disciplinarian.  Although 
a  young  teacher  no  school  in  town  was  better  managed  or  made  ^ 
greater  progress  than  hers. 

District  Wo.  3. 

^  Summer  and  Winter  Terms. — Katie  T.  Perry,  Teacher.  Miss 
P.  would  succeed  well  in  a  school  that  was  under  a  high  state  of  dis- 
cipline. In  this  school,  where  moral  suasion  enforced  by  muscular 
Christianity  was  highly  indicated,  her  efforts  were  not  crowned  with  the 
most  brilliant  success. 

District  Wo.  4. 

Summer  Term. — Mary  B.  Simpson,  Teacher.  This  school  was 
small,  numbering  only  five  scholars.  They  made  good  progress,  and 
the  term  was  profitable.  This  district  should  be  united  with  District 
Nos.  19  and  3.    No  winter  terms. 

District  Wo.  5. 

Summer  Term.— ^Vianna  Crockett,  Teacher.  This  school, — 
owing  to  a  misunderstanding  as  to  the  time  of  its  close — was  visited 
but  once,  near  the  commencement,  when  it  bid  fair  to  be  a  good 
school. 

Winter  Term. — Rufus*  I.  Warren,  Teacher.  This  school  was 
quiet  and  orderly,  and  we  think  made  good  progress  under  Mr.  War- 
ren's instruction. 

District  Wo.  7. 

Summer  Term. — Miss  Hilton,  Teacher.  A  fair  average  school. 
Miss,H.  lacks  animation  in  the  school-room,  and  thus  fails  to  interest 
her  scholars. 

Winter  Term. — Joanna  E.  Edgerly,  Teacher.  One  ot  the  best 
schools  we  ever  visited,  kept  in  one  of  the  most  wretched  school- 
houses  in  town.  The  children  in  this  district  merit  a  first  class 
school  house.    Shall  they  not  have  it?

Summer  Term. — Cynthia  J.  Wales,  Teacher. 

Winter  Term. — Eliza  G.  Knight,  Teacher.  The  good  work  com- 
menced by  Miss  Wales  in  the  summer,  was  taken  up  and  carried  on 
in  the  winter  b}'  Miss  Knight  in  a  very  able  manner.  The  school 
made  remarkable  progress  during  the  year. 

District  No.  9. 

Summer  and  Winter  Terms. — Abbie  J.  Andrews,  Teacher.  A 
tir  st  class  school  in  every  respeet. 

District  No.  10. 

Summer  TeriYi. —  Miss  M.  P.  Sawter,  Teacher.  No  notice  of 
commencement  of  term  until  after  school  had  been  kept  about  three 
weeks.  Due  notice  of  close  given.  School  house  has  been  repaired 
and  is  in  tolerable  condition.  The  school  closed  with  four  children 
present.  Miss  Sawyer  tried  to  do  well,  but  with  so  few  to  teach,  en- 
thusiasm was  hardly  to  be  expected. 

Fall  Term. —  Miss  Estelle  Churchill,  Teacher.  Notice  of  com- 
mencement and  close  of  school  received.  This  term  closed  with  only 
two  pupils  !  This  district  should  be  divided  and  the  money  expended 
in  Districts  Nos.  11  and  18.  A  large  portion  of  the  children  would 
be  as  conveniently  accommodated,  and  the  advantages  much  increased 
by  such  division. 

District  No.  11. 

School  House  very  much  out  of  repair.  New  floor  and  desks  are 
very  much  needed,  and  the  plastering  (what  is  left  of  it)  should  all 
be  renewed.  The  building  needs  at  least  $250.00  in  repairs  and  im- 
prove;/ents. 

Summer  Term. — Msss  J.  Edgerly,  Teacher.  Committee  duly 
notified  ot  commencement  and  elose.  It  is  only  neceesary  to  say  of 
this  term  that  Miss  Edgerly  fully  sustained  the  reputation  she  had 
acquired  in  the  same  school  the  two  previous  summers,  and  that  the 
hope  was  expressed  by  those  most  interested,  that  her  services  be  se- 
cured for  the  coming  season. 

Winter  Term. — T.  Kneeland  'Teacher.  This  was  Mr.  K's  second 
school  and  a  good  one.  He  possessed  a  rare  faculty  of  explanation 
which  we  have  seldom  seen  equalled  in  our  district  schools.  The  value 
of  the  school  was  somewhat  impaired  by  the  outside  interference  of 
certain  individuals  who  "condemned  unheard,"  and  caused  a  disaf- 
fection towards  the  teacher.  Still,  in  spite  of  the  difficulties,  the  school 
was  one  of  the  best  in  town. 

District  No.  12. 

Summer  Term. — Sarah  H.  Trumble,  Teacher.  Notice  of  com- 
mencement and  close  of  school  received.  During  this  term  Miss 
T.  sustained  her  brilliant  reputation  as  a  first  class  teacher. 
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Winter  Term. — Re  on  en  R.  Baston,  Teacher.     This  was  Mr.  B's 
first  school,  and  considering  the  spirit  of  insubordination  manifested 
by  some  of  the  larger  scholars,  which  was  promptly  subdued  without 
the  interference  of  the  committee,  the  school  was  an  average  one. 
District  No.  13. 

Winter  Term. — F.  J.  Harmon.  Teacher.  This  district  erected, 
during  the  summer,  a  commodious,  well-finished,  and  convenient 
school-house,  which  floes  them  much  honor,  and  under  the  instruction 
of  Mr;  Harmon  if  is  proved  that  scholars  will  not  only  respect  a  good 
house  but  will  make  greater  advancement  in  their  studies  than«when 
stived  up  in  such  a  wretched  den  as  the  scholars  in  this  district  have 
been  obliged  to  occupy  for  several  years  past.  Mr.  Harmon  is  an  ex- 
cellent teacher  and  disciplinarian,  and  with  a  little  more  animation* 
infused  into  his  method,  would  have  few  superiors. 

District  3STo.  14. 

School-house  badly  out  of  repair. 

Summer  Terra. — Miss  M.  Whitcomb,  Teacher.  Notice  of  com- 
mencement but  not  of  close.  This  is  a  small  district  with  but  few 
children.  The  school  appears  very  well  at  the  time  of  both  visits,  but 
we  thought  that  if  the  teacher  would  confine  herself  less  to  the  book, 
the  real  practical  improvement  would  be  much  greater. 

District  ~No.  15 — United  with  No.  5. 
District  No.  16. 

Sc. turner  Term. — Mary  Chadbourxe.  Teacher.  Miss  Chadbourne's 
school  made  good  progress,  and  the  examination  at  its  close  was  sat- 
isfactorv. 

Winter  Term. — H.  E.  Warren.  Teacher.  As  Mr.  W.  is  a  mem- 
ber of  your  committee  we  have  only  to  say  that  he  took  the  school  at 
the  urgent  request  of  the  other  members,  and  that  his  school  was  a 
success  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  no  fault  was  found  with  it  by 
parents  or  pupils. 

District  No.  18. 

School-house  too  small  and  out  of  repair.  The  school  room  is  on- 
ly 20  feet  square  and  8  feet  high  !  Some  slight  repairs  have  been 
made  on  the  building,  but  more  are  needed. 

The  Committee  have  no  official  knowledge  of  any  school  meeting 
having  been  held  in  the  district  the  last  year. 

Summer  Term. — Miss  Mary  Rounds.  Teacher.  This  school  was 
not  visited  by  the  Committee  on  account  of  having  no  knowledge  ol 
the  conimeucement  or  close.  Rumor  says  Miss  Rounds  kept  a  very 
good  school. 

Wilder  Term. — Commenced  by  Mr.  A.  Howard,  but  after  teaching 
•i  few  days,  gave  up  his  charge,  with  the  consent  of  the  Committee. 
Miss  M.  Whitcomb  finished  the  term,  and  at  the  e;o?o  the  pupils 
showed  good  improvement. 
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District  No.  19. 

Summer  Term. — TheresaiF.  Paine,  Teacher.  Order  is  Heaven's 
first  law,  and  without  it  no  school  can  be  profitable.  This  teacher 
lacked  this  important  quality  in  an  eminent  degree. 

Winter  Term. — David  P.  Chaplin,  Teacher.  The  simple  fact 
that  Mr.  Chaplin  was  teacher  in  this  school  is  a  sufficient  guarantee 
that  it  was  a  success. 

District  No.  20. 

» 

School-house  in  good  condition. 

Summer  Term. — Miss  Belle  Freeman,  Teacher.  Notice  of  the 
close  of  the  term  only  received.  This  was  Miss  Freeman's  first 
school,  and  it  was  an  excellent  one.  The  pupils  were  taught  to  think 
as  well  as  talk. 

Winter  Term,. — Miss  Clajia  E.  Libby,  Teacher.  Notice  of  com- 
mencement and  close  of  term  duly  received.  The  school  appeared 
very  wrell  at  the  visit  early  in  the  term,  but  was  not  visited  again  at 
the  close  on  account  of  unexpected  absence  from  town.  From  Miss 
Libby's  well  known  experience  and* ability,  we  have  no  doubt  the 
school  was  a  profitable  one.  , 

Union  District  No.  1. 

This  district  was  formed  last  spring  by  the  union  of  districts  No.  6 
and  17,  "for  the  more  noble  and  glorious  purpose"  of  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  system  of  graded  free  schools,  and  with  a  wonderful 
degree  of  unanimity  a  vote  was  passed  to  erect  two  primary  school 
houses  at  once,  and  secure  a  lot  on  which  to  erect  a  suitable  building 
for  a  grammar  and  high  school.  The  matter  was  placed  in  the  hands 
of  a  committee,  by  whose  energy  two  houses  were  erected  from  the 
same  plans — one  in  the  lower  and  the  other  in  the  upper  village — each 
having  a  capacity  of  accommodating  eighty  scholars,  in  season  for  the 
commencement  of  the  winter  schools.  These  buildings  are  con- 
structed in  the  most  workmanlike  and  thorough  manner,  and  are  fur- 
nished with  every  modern  convenience.  They  are  not  only  ornaments 
to  the  village  but  an  honor  to  the  town,  and  it  is  earnestly  desired  that 
the  good  work  thus  begun  will  end  in  the  fruition  of  the  highest  hopes 
of  the  friends  of  education  who  inaugurated  it.  The  schools  in  this 
district  during  the  past,  year,  have  averaged  better  than  for  the  past 
five  years.

As  reported  last  year  that  Mrs.  N.  Meirill  was  sick  at  Standish,  and  unable 
to  be  removed,  we  found  on  attendance  that  such  was  the  fact,  and 
arrangements  were  made,  as  well  as  then  could  be,  for  her  board.  Having 
recovered  prior  to  her  removal  to  the  Alms  House,  she  has  provided  for  her- 
self and  child  since  that  time.    On  making  an  effort  to  settle  for  said  board 
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we  could  not  agree,  and  the  matter  is  to  be  referred  to  parties  for  settlement. 
The  amount  .already  paid  by  Standish  is  $80  and  medieal  attendance,  about 
$65,  which  is  due. 

Cordelia  Bailey,  daughter  of  William  Bailey,  has  been  sick  at  Lovell  for 
the  past  fifteen  months.  There  has  been  no  time  since  the  Poor  Farm  was 
purchased  that  she  could  be  removed  to  it.  Expense  up  to  this  time  has  been 
about  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  which  the  town  of  Lovell  claims  of  this 
town.  We  have,  with  the  aid  of  the  Town  Agent,  examined  the  case  and  are 
compelled  to  admit  that  she  is  our  pauper.  The  expense  now  is  three  dollars 
per  week  exclusive  of  doctor's  bills.

The  above  amount  has  been  expended  in  the  usual  manner,  and  in 
addition  we  have  been  compelled  to  spend  the  sum  of  about  six  hundred 
dollars  in  order  to  keep  the  roads  in  a  passable  condition,  and  we  take 
this  opportunity  to  suggest  to  the  citizens  of  the  town,  that  in  our 
judgment  while  all  of  the  above  has  been  expended  under  the  direction 
of  as  judicious  and  competent  survej7'ors  as  we  have  ever  had,  yet  by 
reason  of  the  miserable  system  under  which  it  has  been  clone,  to  at  we 
have  failed  to  obtain  as  good  roads  as  we  ought,  taking  into  account 
the  amount  raised  therefor.  We  respectfully  recommend  that  a  Com- 
mittee be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting  to  take  this  important  subject 
into  consideration  and  report  at  an  adjourned  meeting. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  town,  the  so  called  Bennett  House 
•has  been  removed  at  an  expense  to  the  town  of  $520.00. 

The  Miller  &  Bailey  Bridge  has  als<5  been  constructed,  pursuant  to 
a  vote  of  the  town,  at  an  expense  of  $766.58.    In  the  construction  of 
this  bridge,  we  have  acted  upon  the  opinion  that  in  works  of  this  kind 
'It  is  good  economy  that  they  be  well  and  thoroughly  built,  and  we  con- 
fidently refer  to  this  bridge  as  being  the  best  ever  built  in  this  town. 
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TOWN  AGENTS  REPORT. 

The  town  has  law  suits  on  hand  against  the  towns  of  Albany  and 
Oxford  for  pauper  supplies  furnished  one  Margaret  Farris  from  July 
3d  1867  to  May  1st  1869.  Amount  claimed  About  $300.  There 
being  some  doubt  as  to  which  of  said  towns  said  pauper  belonged,  on 
the  19th  day  of  February  1870  suits  in  favor  of  Bridgton  were  com- 
menced against  both  of  said  towns,  and  when  the  case  came  on  for 
trial  last  year  against  Oxford,  it  seemed  to  be  a  contest  between 
Albany  and  Oxford.  There  was  no  question  made  but  that  she  was 
the  pauper  of  one  of  those  towns.  After  a  severe  contest  the  jury 
decided  that  the  pauper  belonged  to  Oxford.  In  that  stage  of  the 
business  my  predecessor  made  his  report  of  last  year,  in  which,  (as 
well  he  might)  he  congratulated  the  town  upou  the  aspect  of  the 
matter.  But,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  the  end  is  not  yet.  The  full  court 
have  set  aside  the  verdict  against  Oxford  and  granted  a  new  trial ; 
and  it  is  said  that  the  new  trial  is  granted  on  the  ground  that  it  ap- 
pears that  the  claim  was  outlawed  when  the  suits  were  commenced. 
If  it  is  so,  it  is  a  hard  case  for  Bridgtou.  The  claim  is  lost,  and 
what  is  more,  large  bills  of  costs  have  accured  which  we  must  pay. 
The  matter  must  be  brought  to  a  close  soon,  and  I  recommend  that 
whoever  has  charge  of  the  town  business  for  the  ensuing  }^ear  adjust 
the  same  on  the  best  terms  they  can,  and  get  the  cases  out  of  the 
Court.  -  . 

We  have  been  unfortunate  on  another  claim  in  favor  of  the  town. 
The  town  agent  of  last  year  reported  that  -an  action  had  been  com- 
menced-against  Baldwin  which  looks  like  a  clear  case*  as  the  notice 
has  been  acknowledged  but  never  denied."  The  claim  was  $101.46 
for  pauper  supplies.  Immediately  after  my  election  as  Town  Agent  I 
made  inquiry  as  to  that  case  and  found  that  the  Town  Agent  of  last 
year  was  mistaken,  and  that  no  suit  against  Baldwin  had  been  com- 
menced. I  immediately  commenced  a  suit  and  when  I  came  to  exam- 
ine the  case  I  found  that  that  claim  was  also  outlawed  and  was 
obliged  to  abandon  the  suit  and  give  up  the  claim. 

I  should  be  glad  to  make  a  more  favorable  report  on  the  matter 
if  I  could,  but  deem  it  best  to  state  things  as  they  are. 

I  have  had  occasion  during  the  year  to  examine  some  questions  on 
claims  made  by  other  town  for  supplies  furnished  to  perse ns  alleged 
to  be  paupers  of  this  town  and  have  given  to  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  such  advice  as  I  deemed  the  facts  in  each  case  and  the  interests 
of  the  town  required.

Miss  C.  has  an  es- 
tablished reputation  as  a  first  rate  teacher,  and  therefore  needs  no  commenda- 
tions from  usv 

WINTER  TERM.— Stephen  E.  Kimball,  Teacher.  This  school  was  well 
conducted,  Mr.  Kimball  sustaining  his  well  earned  reputation  of  being  a  good 
teacher  ;  and  the  scholars  showed  that  they  appreciated  his  services. 
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District  No.  2. 

A  short  summer  term,  taught  by  Miss  Annie  B.  Sheplet.    Miss  Shepley 

is  a  good  scholar  but  was  too  young  and  inexperienced  for  a  teacher. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Sarah  Trumbul.  The  school  was  very 
fine,  and  we  call  Miss  Trumbul  an  excellent  teacher.  The  house  should  have 
new  seats. 

District  No.  3.     Lewis  Libby,  Agent. 

SUMMER  TERM. — Annie  M.  Cleaves,  Teacher.  This  school  under 
Miss  Cle.ives;  instruction  com  nenced  in  earnest,  and  from  the  popularity  of 
the  teacher  we  have  no  doubt  it  was  profitable. 

WINTER  TERM. — Edmund  Smith,  Teacher.  This  teacher  seemed  to 
lacks  judgment  in  the  management  of  his  school  therefore,  but  little  progress 
was  made. 

District  No.  4.     Thatcher  Merrill,  Agent. 

WINTER  TERM.  — Arvilla  Leavitt,  Teacher.  The  school  appeared 
well  at  the  time  we  made  our  first  visit  at  the  commencement.  But  on  ac- 
count of  a  severe  storm  which  blocked  up  the  roals,  it  closed  sooner  than  was 
expected,  consequently  it  was  not  visited  the  second  time. 

Dfstrict  No.  5.    Freeman  Grant,  Agent. 

SUMMER  TERM.—  Abbie  J.  Andrews,  Teacher.  This  school  was  not 
visited  but  once  near  its  commencement  when  it  appeared  well.  No  notice 
was  received  of  the  time  of  closing,  but  trom  the  popularity  of  the  teacher  we 
have  no  doubt  it  was  profitable. 

WINTER  TERM. —  Teacher.    The  school  appeared  ve- 

ry well  at  our  first  visit  near  the  commencement  of  the  term,  and  owing  to  the 
same  remissness  of  the  agent  as  in  the  summer  term  we  were  not  informed  when 
the  school  closed. 

District  No.  7. 

SUMMER  TERM.—  Taught  by  Miss  Julia  M.  Whitehouse.  The  school 
was  good. 

WINTER  TERM.— Taught  by  Mrs.  Joanna  E.  Stone.  Mrs.  Stone  is  a 
fine  teaeher,  and  had  she  a  better  house,  as  the  school  deserves,  she  might  have 
shown  better  progress. 

District  No.  8. 

This  district  only  had  one  term  of  school  during  the  year,  taught  £>y  Eliza 
G.  Knight.  Mis*  Knight  is  a  fine  teacher,  and  the  progress  of  the  scholars  in 
their  studies  was  marked. 

District  No.  9. 

The  summer  term  taught  by  Mrs.  Malvina  Stearns."  The  winter  term  by 
Miss  Abbie  Andrews.  These  ladies  are  both  good  teachers,  and  the  school 
under  their  charge  made  rapid  progress. 

District  No.  10. 

Mrs.  M.  Stearns,  Teacher. — There  was  but  one  term  o.f  eight  weeks  com- 
mencing the  last  of  August.  Mrs  Stearns  is  an  excellent  teacher  and  the  pu- 
pils made  good  use  of  their  time  under  her  instruction.  Owing  to  several  fam- 
ilies having  moved  into  the  district  lately,  there  was  a  great  diversity  of  text 
books  increasing  the  labor  of  teaching  and  imparing  the  usefulness  of  the  in- 
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strution.  As  we  have  urged  before,  we  now  repeat,  that  this  district  should  be 
divided  and  the  money  expended  in  districts  No.  11  and  18.  All  but  two  or 
three  of  the  children  would  be  equally  well  accommodated  as  to  distance  and 
receive  twenty-five  to  thirty  weeks  schooling  in  the  year,  instead  of  only  eight. 
We  hope  some  action  will  be  taken  on  this  subject  before  another  season. 

District  No.  II. 

Miss  Fannie  Crockett,  Teacher,  summer  and  winter  terms.  The  fact  that 
Miss  Crockett  was  employed  to  teach  the  winter'  school  in  compliance  with  the 
joint  request  of  her  pupils  and  their  parents,  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term, 
is  sufficient  evidence  of  her  success.  We  hope  her  services  will  be  seeured  for 
the  same  school  the  coming  season,  as  we  do  not  believe  in  "rotation  in  office" 
as  applied  to  our  schools.  The  school  house  is  by  no  means  a  credit  to  the  in- 
telligence and  taste  of  the  community  where  it  is  situated.  It  needs  a  thorough 
repair.  We  would  recommend  that  the  roof  be  raised  two  or  three  feet,  the 
floor  made  level,  hard  wood  seats  with  iron  frames  be  obtained,  and  the  desks 
made  to  lace  in  the  opposite  direction  to  the  present  one.  There  should  be 
some  suitable  arrangements  provided  for  ventilation  aside  from  opening  doors 
and  windows.  We  have  no  doubt  the  district  will  take  some  action  the  coming 
season,  and  earnest!  v  hope  something  more  than  mere  patch-work  will  be  done. 

District  No.  12. 

SUMMER  TERM. — Taught  by  Miss  S.  C.  Walker. 
WINTER  TERM.— .Taught  by  Miss  Dora  Walker.    Both  schools  were 
fair,  summer  school  the  better  of  the  two.    School-house  very  poor. 

district  JVo.  f3. 

This  district  had  no  summer  school.  Winter  term  taught  by  Fred.  J.  Har- 
mon. Though  the  term  was  only  nine  weeks  the  students  made  rapid  progress. 
Mr.  Harmon  is  one  of  the  best  teachers  in  our  town,  and  the  district  is  lucky 
that  has  his  services. 

District  JVo.  /£. 
The  agent  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  in  this  district  refused  to  serve  or 
perform  any  of  the  duties  of  the  office.  In  this  dilemma  the  S.  S.  Committee, 
in  compliance  with  several  residents  of  the  district,  employed  Miss  Almira  T. 
Blake  to  teach  the  school.  This  was  Miss  Biake's  first  school,  but  she  proved 
herself  a  good  teacher. 

district  JVo.  75. 
We  would  recommend  that  this  district  be  united  with  district  No.  5,  and  a 
new  school-house  built,  as  theirs  is  badly  out  of  repair. 

District  JVo.    76.    D.  //.  S trout,  Agent. 

SUMMER  TERM. — Lydia  A.  Larrabee.  Teacher.  A  very  good  school, 
and  the  scholars  improved  under  her  instruction. 

WINTER  TERM.— -Edward  Bennett,  Teacher.  The  school  appeared 
well,  and  we  think  made  very  good  progress.  This  district  needs  a  new  school- 
house  very  much,  for  it  is  impossible  to  keep  a  good  school  in  such  a  house  as 
they  now  have. 

District  JVo.  78. 
S  UMMER  TERM.— Miss  Rosie  Chase,  Teacher.    This  was  Miss  Chase's 
first  scho  >1  and  a  very  good  one.    A  little  more  self  confidence  would  be  a 
material  aid  in  winning  the  confidence  of  the  pupils, *and  we  have  no  doubt  that 
with  experience  this  slight  difficulty  will  be  overcome. 


WINTER  IERM.— Miss  Roxie  Brigham,  Teacher.  We  have  spoken  in 
praise  of  Miss  Brigham  as  a  teacher  so  often  that  there  is  nothing  more  to  be 
said,  except  that  we  consider  that  district  fortunate  where  her  services  are  se- 
cured. ^ 

District  JYo.  /9.     O.  T.   Tlaisted,  Agent. 

SUMMER  TERM.— Miss  Mary  E.  Barker,  Icachcr.  Miss  B.  is  an  excel- 
lent teacher  and  possesses  the  faculty  of  keeping  good  order,  and  interesting 
her  scholars  in  their  studies.    The  teim  was  a  very  profitable  one. 

WINTER  TERM. — Henry  E.  Warren,  Teacher.  They  made  as  good 
progress  as  could  be  expected  under  the  circumstances.  The  school-house  in 
this  district  is  a  great  drawback  to  a  good  school. 

District  JVo.  20. 

SUMMER  TERM. — Miss  M.  E.  Chadbourne,  Teacher.  Miss  Chadbourne 
has  all  the  qualifications  necessary  to  become  a  teacher.  The  school  under 
her  tuition  made  good  progress.  We  trust  Miss  C.  may  be  retained  in  some  of 
our  schools  the  coming  summer. 

ZTJVIOJV  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  JVo.  I. 

There  were  two  terms  in  each  of  the  four  schools  in  this  district.  The  pri- 
mary schools  were  taught  by  Miss  Mary  Davis,  and  Miss  Mary  Cleaves. 
The  children  Under  their  care  made  rapid  progress,  and  we  are  happy  to  report 
that  both  of  these  ladies  are  No.  1  teachers,  and  we  trust  their  services  will  be 
retained  in  the  schools  in  which  they  have  done  so  good  a  work.  The  summer 
schools  in  the  other  two  houses  were  taught  by  Miss  Mattie  Pease  and  Miss 
Roxana  Brigham.  Miss  Pease's  school  made  wonderful  progress,  and  we  are 
only  sorry  that  her  services  could  not  be  retained.  She  possesses  a  rare  faculty 
of  imparting  knowledge,  and  her  school  was  excellent.  With  regaid  to  Miss 
Brigham  it  is  only  neeeesarv  for  us  to  say  that  she  maintained  her  former  well 
known  reputation  as  a  teacher,  and  the  terra  was  a  very  profitable  one.  The 
winter  term  in  the  upper  school  was  taught  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Evans.  The  house 
was  burned  soon  after  the  term  commenced  and  the  school  was  finished  in  the 
private  school-house  owned  by  Me.srs.  Gibbs.  We  consider  this  school  an  un- 
profitable one.  The  teacher,  though  a  good  scholar,  lacked  very  much  in 
government,   and  the  students  made  but  slow  piogress  m  their  studies. 

The  winter  term  in  the  lower  school  was  taught  by  Mr.  F.  B.  Osgood. 
What  we  said  ot  Mr. .Evans  we  can  also  say  of  Mr.  Osgood,  a  good  scholar 
but  a  poor  teacher.  The  school  was  not  profitable.  We  will  say,  however, 
that  neither  of  the  gentlemen  had  a  house  fit  for  a  school-room ;  and  we  urge 
upon  the  inhabitants  of  this  district  the  necessity  of  providing  suitable  houses 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  schools,  before  another  winter.  If  they  are  not 
provided,  it  will  become  the  duty  of  the  S.  S.  Committee  to  provide  places  suitable 
for  the  schools  at  the  expense  of  the  District. 

In  relation  to  our  schools  for  the  past  year  we  can  only  say  that  as  a  general 
thing  they  have  been  as  good  as  could  be  expected,  considering  the  price  paid 
to  teachers,  and  the  condition  of  school-houses.    And  the  Committee  would 


urge  upon  the  citizens  the  necessity  of  voting  more  money  for  school  purposes. 
We  cannot  give  you  good  teachers  unless  we  can  pay  them  wages  sufficient  to 
induce  them  to  teach,  rather  than  to  seek  some  other  occupation.  The  State  of 
Maine  pays  the  least  wages  for  teachers  of  any  State  in  the  Union,  and  there 
are  but  few  towns  in  the  State  that  raise  so  small  a  sum  of  money  per  scholar 
for  the  support  of  schools  as  the  town  of  Bridgton,  as  shown  by  the  report  of 
the  State  Superintendent.  We  ask  you  for  an  increase  of  live  hundred  dol- 
lars from  last  year's  amount,  and  trust,  you  will  see  form  the  above,  the  neces- 
sity of  granting  this  request.  We  would  also  urge  upon  agents  employing 
teachers,  the  importance  of  securing  the  best  and  not  the  cheapest.  A  school  of 
eight  weeks  with  a  good  teacher,  is  more  profitable  every  way  than  one  of 
twelve  weeks  with  such  teachers  as  are  frequently  employed.  As  a  general 
thing  the  school-houses  in  the  town  aie  uncomfortable  ,  and  unfit  for  winter 
schools,  ard  we  hope  the  several  districts  will  sec  that  they  are  improved  during 
the  coming  summer.  We  also  urge  upon  the  town  the  consideration  of  provid- 
ing the  districts  with  outline  maps,  charts  and  globps.  These  are  just  as  essen- 
tial to  the  success  of  a  teacher,  as  are  farming  utensils  to  the  success  of  a  farm- 
er. We  can  only  raise  the  standard  of  the  schools  in  this  town  by  having  more 
money  for  the  employment  of  teachers,  and  by  building  and  furnishing  better 
houses.  With  these  remarks,  which  we  trust  are  sufficiently  practical  to  cla  im 
your  attention,  we  close.
